Major  H.  Qalntanillai  William  F.  Marley. 

Since  I didn’t  have  instruments  my  first  opinion  of  the  size  of  ? the  size 
of  a one  dollar  hill  is  in  error.  Later  in  comparing  it  in  my  mind  I dis- 
covered my  mistake.  On  Friday  the  moon  vasat  the  same  height  and  I found 
that  the  size  should  have  been  a penny.  Exhaust  vas  a little  larger  than 

the  moon.  Object  passed  right  over  the  moon  and  vas  a little  larger  than  the

moon  on  7 July.  I have  some  basic  scientific  background.  Now  to  get  to  the

description:

Body  size  - 2 dimes  held  at  arm's  length  - 75^  accuracy 
Using  an  object  to  cover  object  I would  use  two  dimes.  I figure  this  with 
75^  accuracy.  Moon  vas  3/4  full,  15  degrees  above  the  horizon.  Moon  tlirew 
some  light  on  the  object.  Object  passed  over  the  moon.  It  was  so  close  and  -

low. 

Now  - off  the  subject.  There  have  been  accounts  in  the  newspaper. 

So  many  people  have  seen  UFOs  that  there  must  be  something  to  them.  In  May 
I set  shnjibH  o\it  and  watering  them,  and  have  been  looking  twice  a week  from 
1100  (2300)  - 0100  while  watering  these.  I have  had  opportunities  for  considerable 
observations.  I have  been  looking  for  it.  Stars  helped  to- illuminate  it  and 
so  did  the  moon.  Object  was  about  one  mile  distant.  Moon  3/4  full,  I 
checked  with  the  calender.  Big  exhaust  threw  lll\iminatlon  on  the  object. 

Only  viewed  it  for  abouj:  thirty  seconds. 

Body  shape  like  a rocket.  Couldn't  be  real  definite. 

Body  color  vas  dusky  brown.  Could  tell  from  Illumination.  Couldn't 

be  real  certain,  _ . ' 


Exhaust  vas  Bllhouetted  against  the  sky.  Big  hell  shaped  coming 
around  and  a dark  streak  through  the  center.  Perfect  silhouete  against  the 
sky.  One  penny  vould  cover  It. 

One  thinks  it  takes  a larger  object  to  cover  it  when  its  low. 

When  it  gets  high  in  the  sky  you  don't  need  anything  so  big. 

There  was  this  white  with  a dark  streak.  Pretty  sure  of  the  exhaust 

size.  Can  compare  it  with  the  moon.  Looking  straight  East  and  off  to  the 

right  saw  a light  coming  from  south  sky  and  steadily  coming  closer.  This 

object  passed  in  back  of  a street  light.  Then  I could  see  vdiat  was  coming. 

Could  see  the  body  shape  then.  It  was  at  30  deg  first  then  at  a 45  deg 

angle.  No  sound.  Have  heard  helicopters,  jets,  aircraft,  etc  before.  Just 

no  sound.  Maybe  if  It  was  closer  I would  have  heard  a noise.  A piper  cub  at 

that  distance  would  have  made  a noise*  No  sound  on  this.  Strange  thing 

when  it  came  directly  in  front  of  me  at  a 45  deg,  the  exhaust  vent  off  like 

a light  switch.  Then  when  it  came  back  on  5 seconds  later  it  was  Just  like 

somebody  had  turned  on  a light  switch.  No  change  in  the  speed.  For  the  time 

viewed  I had  a watch  on  but  I was  so  awe  struck,  just  froze.  I saw  aircraft 

overseas.  I Just  turned  my  head,  I was  so  awe  struck.  Didn't  have  light  enough 

to  look  St  my  watch.  1 retimed  it  later*  Object  didn’t  disappear.  High  trees 

150  ft  high  blocked  it  off.  I froze  so  that  I didn't  move,  guess  if  I would 

. f 

have  moved  I could  have  saw  it  again  but  I Just  froze.  Estimated  speed  of 
300niph.  Went  considerably  slower  than  a Jet.  Similar  to  a 'prop  plane.  It  was  * 
Blow  and  low.  Think  it  was  doing  some  observing.

I feel  that  the  1000  ft  alt  is  about  50?^  accurate.  Not  real  high, 
possibly  2000  ft  alt.  Everything  was  so  plain*  Don't  think  it  was  real  low

* for  it  was  over  the  tree  tops  and  above  the  houses.  Moon  was  I5  deg  elevation 
in  the  eastern  sky,  object  was  U5  deg  elevation.  Exhaust  was  so  large  could  see 
the  body  fairly  well,  so  I think  it  was  1000  ft  alt.  It  is  hard  to  tell  altitude 
First  saw  it  in  the  southern  sky.  The  angle  seemed  to  be  from  the  southwest. 
Would  have  come  across  the  Youngstown  factories,  twenty  miles  of  steel  factories. 
(Mr.  Howells  named  approximately  10  - I5  steel  factories  and  other  factories

here).  It  couldn't  help  but  go  over  the  mills.

No  haze  or  clouds,  none  any  where.  There  were  countless  stars  In  the 


sky 


Looking  directly  to  the  east  when  I noticed  light  first  appear.  Just 


at  edge  of  vlsitlon  when  I first  noticied  it.  Frequently  saw  aircraft.  Think 

1 

the  air  strike  was  in  effect.  Airport  5 miles  north  of  us.  See  jets  pass,  planes 

going  east  to  west,  the  Air  Force  planes  going  east  and  west,  going  all  night 

long.  Can  hear  the  jets  even  when  they  are  only  specks.  I didn't  observe  any 

protusions,  tail  fins,  stubby  wings,  etc.  Perhaps  this  was  due  to  the 

whiteness.  It  wasn't  a dazzling  white  but  more  like  a \diite  in  a candle. 

Didn't  blind  your  eyes.  Wasn't  as  white  as  a star.  More  like  the  white  of 

a candle.  Similar  to  a flourescent  light.  Little  brighter  than  a candle. 

Bodythape  right  in  front,  dusky  brown..  It  appeared  a little  larger 

■ 

than  3/4  of  the  moon.  15  - 30  deg  above  the  moon.  Think  the  angle  Is  pretty

close.  Believe  I am  within  5 deg.  I went  out  Saturday  morning.  I called  it

into  the  907  troop  Squadron,  Major  Hall.  Used  to  have  a jet  Fighter  Squadron  at 
Youngstown.  Used  to  be  going  night  and  day  about  10  years  ago.  Going  mostly 
South.  Called  out  there.  I have  only  mentioned  it  to  a few  people.  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  for  the  fact  of  national  security  that  people  get 


worked  up  that  I think  it  Is  best  to  keep  it  quiet.  When  I am  busy  I forget

atout  it.  Doesn’t  prey  to  much  upon  my  mind.  Somebody  suggested  I report  it. 
Hadn't  heard  of  Project  Blue  Book.  Didn’t  like  newspaper  publicity.  If  it 
is  the  Russians  don’t  let  them  know  we  know  about  it.  Don’t  want  to  excite 
people.  If  anybody  would  ask  about  it,  then  I am  not  going  to  tell  anybody 

about  it. 

Called  Troop  Squadron  on  Saturday  and  asked  to  speak  to  officer. 

Had  a meeting  with  Major  Hall  on  what  I saw,  he  had  a steno.Also  gave  hi;n  a 
mistaken  report  of  i dollar  on  the  size.  Not  going  to  say  anything  more 
to  any  civilian.  Think  it  is  a matter  of  national  security  that  I keep  quiet. 

( Major  SulntanlUa  lnfonned<mBB|P»that  ve  vould  check  into  It. ) 

I have  a pair  of  bx  in  the  house  but  object  would  have  been  gone.  I 

couldn’t  go  for  binoculars  nor  for  a witness.  Caught  me  completely  by  surprise. 
My  mind  has  never  played  any  tricks  so  I observed  twice  a week  for  two  hours. 

I have  been  looking  for  something  like  this.  Heard  what  everybody  had  been 
seeing.  The  only  improvement  that  could  have  been  in  my  observation  would 
have  been  .for  it  to  go  right  overhead.  If  I hadhad  binoculars  it  vould  have 

f 

been  belpt'ul. 

Yaungstown  will  have  radar  in  January  hut  it  will  only  detect  for 
40  miles.  TJiese  UFOs  come  over  in  early  morning  hours.  In  the  spring  there 
was  a Sheriff  Deputy  that  saw  one  near  East  Liverpool.  Northeaster n Ohio 
area  seems  to  be  a good  tracking  area.  Ashtabula  had  one  on  the  ground  not 
too  long  ego  that  when  he  approached  the  spot  it  disappeared.  Don't  know 
what  he  had  to  say.  This  Is  in  northeast  Ohio.  Teenagers  saw  sometaing  in 
Erie.  Can't  believe  everything  in  the  newspapers.  I heard  about  Martin  Brutz 
, , on  6 August,  several  objects  from  Niles,  saw  it  in  the  Northeast

at  0500  hours  darting  through  binoculars  for  several  hours.

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The  darting  was  like  a helicopter,  might  be  capable  of  great 
speed.  Seemed  to  be  for  the  object  to  stay  on  straight  course.  Seems  to 
be  a different  type  of  object  than  the  ones  that  others  have  seen.

I have  told 
about  dozen  people,  including  physics  teacher  who  said  it  could  be 
Russian.  Remember  1957  with  Sputnik  that  the  schools  said  we  weren't  quite 
as  good  ns  they  are.  They  made  us  look  pretty  bad.  Made  me  wonder.  It 
wis  the  *JOth  anniversary  of  the  Communist  Revolution  in  Russia.  Next  year  it 
will  he  the  50th  anniversary. Will  that  reveal  that  this  next  year  they  will  i

go  to  the  moon.  Nothing  we  can  do  to  stop  them.  We  aren't  as  fast  with  .

I sent  a letter  to  MacNamera,  It  is  something  for  the  Defense

My  mind  has  never  played  me  any  tricks. 

Hall,  I went  down  and  talked  to  him  personally.  He  didn't  have 
any  ideas.  He  was  going  to  send  a report  in.  He  had  a steno  take  the 
information  down. 

Now  I would  like  to  go  into  another  subject.  I would  like  to  know 
if  you  believe  in  extra-sensory-perception.  Anything  is  possible.  Major 
replied  that  he  had  heard  of  Jean  Dixon  and  a few  others.  Well  there  is 
a lady  in  Philadelphia  who  can  describe  n.  criminal  and  tell  when  a crime  Is 
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taking  place*  Her  extra-sensory  works  so  that  police  believe  her.  I think

there  Is  something  to  extra-sensory-perceptlon.  Read  that  archeologists 
predict  that  man  will  be  able  to  communicate  from  mind  to  mind.  Will  take 
thousands  of  years.  Feel  that  I have  extra-sensory-perceptlon.  So 
certain  that  I don't  pay  attention  to  it.  Just  like  a radio.  Mine 
isn't  like  seeing  something  going  to  happen.  Can  detect  personality 
even  though  I cannot  see  them.  If  person  has  a certain  type  of  emtolonal 
reaction  I can  see  this.  I went  to  western  Reserve  University  in  19^3  and 
had  a Dr.  Allen j was  head  of  education.  He  is  precise  man,  formal,  correct 
in  his  manners  and  firm  rather  stem  man.  That  is  a picture  of  his  personality. 
I got  to  know  him  fairly  well.  I returned  in  63'  and  going  down  the  street, 
just  as  I passed  a building  I had  the  feeling  he  was  observing  me  from 
his  office  across  the  street.  He  remembered  me  from  55'*  Just  as  I passed 
the  building  the  feeling  left. 

I read  late  into  the  night.  Cars  go  along  the  side  of  the  house. 
Lights  go  x’lght  through  the  walls  of  the  house.  Can't  place  any  of  them. 

Get  them  ns  an  emotional  reaction. 

Wasn't  going  back  to  teaching  this  fall.  A school  superintendent 
lives  in  back  of  grandparents  and  I think  somebody  recommended  me  to  him 
because  they  are  trying  to  get  me  to  go  to  the  boarding  school  and  teach. 

His  wife  is  observing  me  throu^  the  house  . I never  met  the  Dr.  Nicionger's 
wife,  supt  of  schools.  These  schools  they  check  on  the  type  of  person  they 
hire.  Get  her  personality  of  correct  and  formal  kind  person.  I have  been

out  in  the  yard  and  observe  his  personality  then  turn  and  look  around  and 
he  is  there.  This  happens  with  various  persons.  Putting  applications  in

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for  teaching  they  come  around  and  check  your  neigbors  and  I have  received 
a tip  off  and  somebody  goes  by  like  a school  superintendent.  This  happens 
again  and  again.  Have  done  it  so  many  times  that  it  is  full  proof.  Haven’t 
even  told  my  own  relatives  about  this.  So,  I have  this  emotional  sensory 
persception.  I can^^t  look  into  the  future.  Just  getting  an  emotional 
reaction.  Receiving  a personality.

Observed  It  approaching  from  the  South  didn't  get  anything  until 
I looked  directly  up  into  the  sky  of  those  In  the  craft.  Using  high  power 
because  I received  an  Impression  of  him  studying  the  ground.  Never  had 
this  reaction  before.  Had  It  from  superintendent  from  closer  range.  I 
felt  it.  Have  been  able  to  detect  whether  it  was  a man  or  a woman.  Get 
a different  impression  from  a man  than  from  a woman.  This  was  a man  observing 
because  I have  observed  by  men  before.  Therefore,  I had  the  same  reaction. 
Color  white.  His  head  was  huge,  was  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  he  was 
looking  through  a telescope.  The  white  appearance  was  so  because  of  the 
high  powered  telescope.  This  telescope  Influenced  the  emotional  reaction 
through.  Have  never  received  such  an  emotional  reactioh.  Getting  a 
mental  picture  of  a nan  with  a huge  head.  No  facial  features.  Looking 
down  through  high  power  telescope.  Color  was  white  because  of  image.  His 
emotion  reaction  (l  pick  this  up  easily)  was  very  omuzed.  Could  see  a big 
grin  like  card  player  with  an  ace  up  hie  sleeve.  He  looked  down  below, 

I 

Grin  came  through.  Amused  reaction  came  through  and  I have  fed  these  reactions 
from  various  people  even  when  I am  not  looking.  After  the  craft  turned 
light  off  the  reaction  Just  vanished.  This  observer  had  the  amused  face  and 
must  have  communicated  with  commander  of  craft.  Saw  a man  with  a small 
head.  He  must  not  have  had  a telescope  looking  through.  His  disposition 


was  of  a.*i  onry  person.  Ha  also  vas  a nan.  His  reaction  received  a 
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cooiinunl cation  that  somebody  on  the  ground  had  spotted  the  craft  that  he  gave 
an  explosive  order.  Could  see  this  emotion.  Exhaust  vent  off  right  away.
